THE CONTINUATION 


COMMITTEE 
From OUR Own CORRESPONDENT. 
EDINBURGH, Tuesday Evening. 


HE Conference continued to-day the de- 

tailed consideration of the final report. 

In the morning session the chief subject 

of discussion was the report ot the second 

section dealing with the ' Church and the 
Word of God.” 

Several speeches were made on an amend- 
ment designed to meet objections to the 
original text, which had been put forward by 
the Archbishop of Dublin. is Grace was 
dissatisfied with the words in which the Con- 
ference was asked to acknowledge the doctrine 
of the Incarnation. The words in the text 
were: “In the fulness of time the Word of 
God was manifested in Christ Our Lord.” 
After a long discussion, the words ‘‘ Eternal 
Son of God ” were inserted immediately after 
“ Word.” 

The Conference is not at its best in deal- 
ing with a point of this kind, which could 
have been rectified by the committee earlier 
in the week when the final draft was pre- 
pared, 

Most of the delegates were very much 
pleased when the Arctblabon’s point was con- 
ceeded, for all agreed that a vital issue was 
involved. 

The Conference was asked at the 
close of the morning session to elect a 
Continuation Committee. which will be re- 
sponsible for the immediate future of the 
Faith and Order Movement. Ireland is well 
represented on the committee, for among 
those elected or co-opted to-day are the 
Archbishop of Dublin, the Bishop of Down 
and Professor Hartford (Church of *reland); 
the Rev. J. 8. Rutherford (Presbytenan 
Church in Ireland), the Rev: Alexander 
McCrea (Methodist Church in Ireland), and 
Professor J. T, Wigham (Society of Friends). 

In the afternoon session, the last meeting 
to discuss the report, little of general interest 
happened, 

n section three, where the subject is ‘‘The 
Ministry and Sacraments,”’ progress towards 
unity is not great. There is, in connection 
with the subject of the ministry, a slight 
advance on Lausanne. The whole section 
suffers from the number of footnotes and ex- 

lanations designed to express the specific 

liefs of particular Churches; its chief value 
seems to be that it indicates the subject 
which must be most carefully studied in the 
next ten years, 


HOPEFUL FEATURES 


Still there are hopeful features in this 
section; for example, the description of the 
Eucharist, to which all the representatives 
gave assent: ‘‘ We all believe that Christ 
is truly present in the Eucharist, though as 
to how that Presence is manifested and 
realised we may differ. Every precise 
definition of the Presence is bound to he 
a limiting thing, and the attempt to formulate 
such definitions and to impose them on the 
Church has itself been the cause of disunity 
in the past. The important thing is that we 
should celebrate the Eucharist with the un- 
failing use of bread and wine and of prayer, 
and of the words of “ institution and with 
agreement as to its essential and spiritual 
meaning.” 

There was very little controversy over the 
sections dealing with the Sacraments, but 
when delegates came to discuss those dealing 
with the ministry so many points were raised 
that the President announced that an extra 
evening meeting would be held in order to 
complete the report. 

To-morrow the Conference will meet to draw 
uP and publish an ‘‘affirmation of union in 
allegiance to Our Lord Jesus Christ in. view 
of the world situation.” : 
Immediately after this meeting delegates 
will go to St. Giles’s Cathedral, where the 
Conference will end, as it began, with a great 
united Service of prayer and thanksgiving.

Santander and After 


During the last few days there has been 
fairly heavy fighting in the North of Spain, 
where the insurgents seem to be making a 
determined effort to capture Santander. 
Since they took Bilbao there has been 
‘little military activity in the North ; but, 
with the aid of strong detachments of 
tanks, a vigorous offensive was started at 
the beginning of the present week, and the 
Government reports admit that the 
insurgents have gained a certain amount 
of ground. Once Bilbao had gone, the 
fall of Santander. became almost inevitable. 
Although the Basques and Asturians in 
the North continue to fight with notable 
gallantry, they are no rea] match for the 
highly-mechanised units of the Italian 
expeditionary force which are opposed to 
them, ~and nobody would be greatly 
surprised if the city should be captured 
before the end of the month. General 
Sandro Piazzoni, who is in command of 
the Italian Black Arrow Division, is more 
than anxious that his men shall be the 
first to enter Santander, as they were first 
to enter Bilbao. He is spurring them 
on by means of: flamboyant. exhortations, 
which would give the impression that 
nobody else but Italians was fighting in 
Northern Spain. From the military point 
of view, Santander has little importance, 
although, from the point of view of 
General Franco's prestige, its capture 
undoubtedly would be very useful. The 
general situation in Spain seems to have 
become more or iess static. It soon will 
be a year now since it was announced, 
even in Dublin, that General Franco's 
forces had entered the suburbs of Madrid, 
and Géneral ‘Queipo de Llano boasted 
nightly . from the Seville Broadcasting 
Station that the capital would be com- 
pletely in insurgent hands within a few 
days. Since that time desperate efforts 
have been made to cut the road between 
Madrid. and Valencia; bat for some 
remarkable reason the position remains 
almost precisely what it was last Septem- 
ber. . Malaga and Bilbao have fallen in 
the méanwhile ; but Madrid remains intact, 
and the end of the war seems to be as far 
off as ever it was. ? 

It is perfectly certain now that General 
Franco cannot win the war in Spain 
without the continued, and increased, aid 
of foreign auxiliaries. According to some 
military experts, Signor Mussolini. wil! 
need to send at least 100,000 fresh troops 
to, the Peninsula to ensure his protégé’s 
success. General Franco admittedly holds 
the greater portion of Spain in his 
control, but it is highly doubtful that he 
can count on the loyalty of the popula 
tion. During the last twelve months 
there have been many changes in public 
opinion, not only in Spain itself, but 
throughout Europe. At the beginning 
there was much sympathy with General 
Franco, in spite ot his employment. of 
Moorish troops; and it is quite possible 
that the insurgents might have taken 
Madrid and won the war in a couple 
of months if the Germans and Italians 


happened in our own country during the 
civil war of 1922 if detachments “of 
Spaniards and Germans had appeared on 
one side or the other, if they had beer 


- billeted on Irish towns, and had taken 


control of the military situation? Surely 
the whole civilian population, whatever 


had not intervened. What would have. 


Ireland, has wonderful resilience. Her 
people seem to take civil strife almost as 
a matter of course, and, although the 
casualties have been extremely heavy 
among the civilian population, there does 
not seem as yet to be any evidence of 
serious war weariness. The chances of 
a clear-cut victory for either side are very 
remote. As in the case of the Carlist 
wars, the present struggle probably wr! 
fizzle out, leaving both parties more or 
less exhausted. The prospect is far from 
encouraging, but the alternative of a 
triumph either for Burgos or for Valencia 
is even less alluring. Such a triumph 
would increase the dangers of a general 
European war. | s

Town or Country? 


Professor Daniel Corkery, speaking 
recently at a conference of university. 
societiés in Connemara, is reported as 
lamenting the failure of the universities 
to give a lead to the people in national 
culture. He considers that the failure is 
due to the stress laid on technical training 
in the modern university, whereby it 
becomes a sort of glorified vocational 
school, and neglects to foster the liberal 
arts. Country life and manners, he 
thinks, “ could be a basis for culture,” 
and the work of the universities would be 
to mould the rural culture into urban 
applications—to create within the towns 
centres of art, literature, music and 
manners which would be distinctive of our 
people, ‘‘ The towns are allowed to react 
to foreign influence,’’ he says. We are 
not among those who agree with all that 
Mr. Corkery writes; as a critic, we con- 
sider him somewhat narrowly provincial, 
and, as a story-writer, somewhat harshly 
modernist.. Yet his is one of the most 
penetrating and sincere of minds, and he 
is at his best in the contrast which he 
draws between rural and urban ways in 
Ireland The stranger who comes among 
us does not feel himself to be in a different 
land while he lodges in the hotels of the 
capital. All around him are the fashions, 
structures, colours, manners and accents 
of Hollywood. He might as well be in 
any Middle West American town’ or 
English industrial city. Unless somebody 
takes pity on him—and introduces him to 
the Abbey Thedtre or the Gate, or takes 
him on a visit to certain cultivated 
circles—he sees and hears nothing to make 
him realise that Dublin is a city with a 
grand history and a soul of its own, like 
an English or Continental university 
centre. The country towns are equally 
unfortunate in absorption by the culture 
of Hollywood. With the progress of 
industrialism, the cheap and alien environ- 


racy in the couhtry towns stands in danger 
of utter eclipse. If we wish to convince 
our guest that Ireland has some character 
of her own, we send him from the towns 
to the countryside. Here, in truth, he 
recognises that he is in a land with a 
character—a land that repays a visit with 
a novel charm. Whether he visits the big 
country houses, with their early-rising, 
open-air inhabitants, their horses and dogs 
and guns and rods, or goes to the modest, 
lime-white little farmsteads,. with their 
strong, grave-eyed and merry-tongued folk, 
he recognises something distinctive, some- 
thing racy, something lovable. The easy 
hospitality, the gaiety, the virile tastes 
which are typical of rural Ireland, these 
are rooted in an old tradition which has 
captured generations of invaders; but we 
have yet to see whether it can capture the 
new invaders—the factories and country 
suburbs, the picture theatres, the modern 
Press and even the up-to-date univer- 
sities.

THE WAR IN SPAIN

The Times observes editorially to-day :— 
In Spain there seems to be no sign of a 
decisive campaign or of a reconciliation 
between the combatants. For the moment 
fortune appears to be with General Franco, 
who, after the fighting last month, no 
doubt,. felt that his position west of 
Madrid was assured. The capture of 
Santander would immensely strengthen 
his position, enabling him to divert forces 
from the Northern #ront to Madrid and 
the East. In face of such a situation it 
would seem futile to speculate about the 
political future of Spain. Yet the twe 
chief nationalist parties—the Falangists 
and Requetes—have recently issued 
statutes which would provide the basis o! 
a new Constitution for Spain if General 
Franco could win the vict for which 
General 


himself would be the head of this curious 


system. Once a year, but more often if. 


he chose, he would consult a council 
largely selected by himself. On the other 
side, the Parliaments of Valencia and 
Barcelona are to be called together. 
General Franco has been proclaimed 
‘‘responsible only to God and to 
history.” Such a mystical, medieval 
phrase can bring little comfort to 
the thousands of embittered Spaniards 
fighting for their different ideals of liberty 
and order, who are asked to choose for the 
future between a rather vague parlia- 
mentarianism, various brands of anarchism 
or socialism, and a new version of the 
divine right of dictators. That they go 
on fighting is an obstinate proof of the 
passions which have been aroused by the 


war. 
While the burden of the Spanish situa- 
tion on the British Navy is great, adds 
The Times, it has also been heavy for the 
British. Diplomatic and Consular. repre- 
sentatives in Spain. Yesterday Sir Henry 
Chilton, our Ambassador to Spain, left 
Hendaye for London. For nearly a year 
he has perforce worked outside Spain at 
an exceptionally delicate and difficult task, 
communicating at long range with two 
different Spanish authorities, one of them 
not recogriised by the British Government. 
There was some anxiety a year ago when 
the British Ambassador left Spain for 
Hendaye. It was felt then that the 
British Embassy might exert a restraining 
influence on the excesses of the Govern- 


ment, followers in Madrid aud keep a close 


watch on British interests. But all that 
could be done was done by Mr. (now Sir) 
Ogilvie Forbes, the Chargé d'Affaires, in 
a position of great difficulty and danger. 
There was no neutral territory within 
Spain where Sir Henry Chilton could set 
up his staff; it would have been impos- 
sible to negotiate with one of the 
belligerents from the territory of the other 


From Hendaye Sir Henry has been able 


to do much useful work. He returns from 
a country which is being morally and 
economically ruined by the struggle 
between religious, political, and racial 
hatreds, where the life of the people is 
being organised for war, where education 
is military training. where every, man has 


to choose between Right and Left. There 


seems not the faintest suggestion that the 
conflict is drawing to its end.

Free State Produce 
Banned in Northern 
Ireland 


From Our CORRESPONDENT. 
LONDONDERRY, Wednesday. 


Free State dairy farmers excluded from 
selling milk in Northern Ireland by a 
recent decision in the House of Lords have 
been notified that they will not be allowed 
to sell milk in Northern Ireland after the 
28th of this month. This means that on 
and after Sunday, 29th inst., Northern 
Ireland farmers in Londonderry area will 
have to supply the whole of the London- 
derry population of 50,000 people, sixty 
pe cent... of.. whom. were supplied by 

negai‘farmers. The Northern Milk Act 
will throw upwards of £30,000 annually 
into the hands. of Co. Derry and Co. 
| Tyrone farmers. 


Donegal dairy farmers, now unable to 
obtain licences to sell in Northern Ireland, 
as their dairies are outside the Northern 
Government's jurisdiction, will have to 
search for an alternative market. . 

It is, believed that, while several will 
send their milk to a Free State creamery at 
considerably less than the present: retail 
price, a scheme is under consideration by 
which Donegal milk will be sent direct to 
Dublin, where a market is assured. There 
is a scaretty of good milk in Dublin, and 
Donega! milk, which is of a superior type, 
would sell well there, although the capital 
is 150 miles away.

HREE new and complicated codes 

of by-laws and regulations for 

the control of Free State road traffic 

have received the final approval of 

the Chief Commissioner of the Garda 

Siochana; and, subject only to 

formal -sanction by the Minister for 

Local Government. will become 

operative within the next five or six 
weeks. 

One of these codes will apply to 
all parts of the country. and the other 
two specially to the future regulation 
of traffic and parking in the metro- 
| politan area of Dublin. More espe- 
‘cially the combined effects. of these 
| two new sets of regulations (officially 
‘designated Dublin Traffic By-Laws, 
1937, and Dublin Parking Places 
| By-Laws, 1937) will be felt in 
|Dublin’s — principal _ shopping ' and 
business centre—an area which lies 
approximately from North to South 
between Harcourt street and Parnell 
square,. and from East to West-he- 
tween the Customs House and the 
Four Courts. 


NEW RESTRICTIONS 


Within the area so defined drivers -of 
motor vehicles will be called wpon - to 
recognise more than a dozen one-way 
streets; total prohibitions of parking in 
more than twenty busy — sections. “of 
thoroughfares; unilateral parking rights 
on alternate days for periods of less than 
twenty minutes in upwards of fifteen 
central streets; and drastic restrictions of 
waiting times (limited generally to twenty 
minutes) in all busy central thoroughfares. 

Other restrictions will more especially 
affect the flow of horse-drawn traffic and 
heavy commercial motor vehicles through 
seven main thoroughfares between — 
and 6.30 p.m. daily. What are officially 
designated as “ offensive loads ”’ will alse 
be prohibited during the same hours daily 
on 35 principal streets, and restrictions 
are imposed upon deliveries of coal which 
tend to obstruct pedestrian traffic. 

In order to visualise the probable collec- 
tive results of such drastic aen from 
present conditions and habits, particular 
reference may be made to the main arteries 
which lie around, and in the vicinity of, 
Trinity College (which include.. such 
typical thoroughfares as Grafton street, 
Dawson street, Nassau street, Westland 
Row, Pearse street, Westmoreland street, 
and their many intersecting natrow 
approaches), and, northwards of the Liffey, 
to such specially crowded arteries as Talbot 
street, Abbey street, Henry street, Mary 
street, Capel street,'and their intersecting 
by-streets, | 


TRAFFIC ‘** SURGERY '' 


In all these, and many other, relatively 
narrow and busy thoroughfares, traders 
and their customers .at present enjoy 
virtually unrestricted parking rights.. Se 
well-established, indeed, have such 
“ rights ” become that the police authori- 
ties seem to be unable even to prevent the 
‘double banking ” of cars, interspersed 
with rows of stationary cycles, alongside 
the kerbstone of many leading and busy 
streets. More especially in streets, the 
centres of which are occupied by frequently 
immobilised rows of tramcars, such con- 
glomerations of stationary vehicles now 
trequently compel pedestrians to accept 
serious inconvenience and risk as a normal 
condition of street crossing. 

Such are but a few of the penalties 
which Dublin’s citizens and visitors are 
called upon to pay for prolonged official 
hesitation to deal with obviously increas- 
ing traffic problems, and such are the 
conditions which now call for ‘drastic 
remedies. While other communities have 
been gradually educated in the treatment 
of trafhe diseases, departmental procrasti- 
nation and ineptitude have now condemned 
the citizens of Dubiin to submit to a series 
of severe surgical operations. 

Driven to devise some, or any, means 
by which to ward off the menace of fatal 
arterto sclerosis, the traffic ‘surgeon’s knife 
must now be used with comparatively 
small regard to the patient's comfort: or 
convenience. Yet the patient must submit 
with tae best possible grace; and, as fhe 
only hope of ultimate recovery, he must 
even co-operate as far as may lie in his 
power in the application of measures, how- 
ever needlessly severe they may seem to 
be at the moment. 


PERTINENT. QUERIES 


Even while fully convinced, however, of 
the need of some drastic and painful 
remedies, the patient is at least entitled 
to make a few pertinent inquiries: As @ 
condition precedent to his submission and 
co-operation he is surely justified in askin 
whether his disease has been carefully wn 
competently diagnosed; whether . the 
surgeons in-charge are the most competent 
persons to treat his disease, and what dre 
his prospects of regaining reasonably good 
health when the operation is completed. 

First, then, a very brief and incomplete 
picture of diagnosis and treatment as pre- 
sented in such official documents as can 
be obtained on the eve of the operating 
day.

HE holder, Joe McCartney, of Holy- 

i Wodd, atid Paddy Mahon, of Royal 

Dublin, should have another rare set-to 

for the Irish professional title at Portmar- 

nock to-day. Last year the Ulsterman, at 

Galway, beat the Bezel Dublin golfer by one 

stroke. Hugh MeNeill, at Dollymount in 

1932, was the winner by a single stroke, and 

at Castlerock and Belvoir Park Mahon also 
finished in second place. 

To run up for the same championship four 
times in five years is a rather mites achieye- 
ment, but it ks to me as if Mahon’s time 
has come at last and that he is about to crown 
his most successful year by adding this title, 
that has so persistently eluded him, to the 
distinctions gained in the cross-Channel tour- 
uaments. 


PERFECT PITCHING AND 
' PUTTING 


The reason for the assumption is this: 
although not fully recovered from his recent 
illness, Mahon yesterday, except for one 
hole, played the best golf on the first and 
second rounds to end up with a two strokes 
lead of McCartney, who was his partner on 
each round, the respective scores being 71 
and 74 and 71 and 7o. He is playing with 
magnificent confidence, and his pitching and 
putting is so much better than McCartney sa— 
the putting particularly—that it will be, 
indeed, surprising if he should fall behind 
the champion on these last two rounds. 

Next to the leaders is J. McKenna, of 
Bundoran, four strokes behind Mahon, and 
three strokes worse than McKenna is Joe 
Carroll, of Galway, who was first native 
champion at Pottrush in the Irish Open. 

For the championships at Royal Liverpool 
and Carnoustie the courses were stretched to 
ovar seven thousand yards; for this test the 
Portmarnock championship course is playing 
every yard of the chain-measured 7,049 yards. 
Yardage has been added to e-"h of the holes 
out, and to the 10th, 12th, i7th and 18th— 
it has been stretched by 91 yards, with new 
tees at the 4th, 8th and 17th.

It is by no means certain, however, that 
Schmeling will be able to come to terms with 
promoter Mike Jatobs, who wants an option 
on his services for five years before he will 
make the match. Schmeling said he was 
willing to sign for one fight only, and that 
he would demand an equal share of the gate 
with Louis.

“Schmeling can talk all he likes, but if 
he found a way to defeat Louis I should do 
the same,” was Tommy Farr’s reply to 
Schmeling’s statement. ‘‘If Schmeling wants 
that title he will have to get it from mie,”’ 
he added.

The salient feature+the only one, in fact— 
of the day was Mahon’s failure to equal the 
record for the course, when he had the dis- 
tinction, so to speak, in his pocket. It was 
in 1934 that Mr. J: C, Brown and Sid 
Easterbrook in the Irish Open holed the 
shorter, stin-baked course in 68 on the last 
day. Now Mahon seemed a certainty to, at 
least, tie with it, but that one hole which, as 
a rule, is lurking for the player doing a 
good score at Portmarnock ruined his 
prospects. In his case it was the seventeenth, 
where he dropped three strokes, 

He made a dazzling start; nothing like it 
has been done in a championship at Port- : 

He had MeCartney as his partner, 
and the champion opened with three excellent 
fours; but Mahon holed a long putt at the 
first, chipped in from just off the second, 
and laid .the grandest second shot I ever 
saw played, a wonderful pitch with a shade 
of pull, a few inches from the third +ole— 
three 3’s! 

Merrily the little fellow went on reeling 
off remarkable figures. He was putting 
beautifully, and for eight holes he was only 
28. But at the ninth he took three putts for 
a 5—33 out. Thrée putts at fhe fourteenth 
did not matter much; then came a 3 and 4, to 
be succeeded by that staggering 7. 

To the seventeenth he ‘played a great 
drive, but he pulled his second into the 
bunker up at the green, just got out, and 
his fourth stroke hit the thorn bush. On 
in 5 and down in 7, he had a fine 4 to finish 
T1, almost holing his ‘pitch in. 

The holder was shaky on the greens out, 
and was four behind his rival at the minth ; 
but he played the holes in i dly for 34, 
and they went to lunch on evel terms. 

The wind finished in the afternoon, and 
we saw none of the forenoon fireworks from 
the two leaders, The golf was just steady, 
Mahon being round in 74 (37 out), and 
McCartney reqtiiring two more (38 out), but 
they each had a 6.
